GENEVA, Dec. 15.—Gen. Laidoner’s 
report of the neutral Mosul investiga- 
ting commission, an expected but fero- 
dous indictment of Turkey on the 
ground of atrocities, brought a speedy 
adjustment of the divergent viewpoint 
of the council of the league of nations 
tiday. It made plain sailing for a 
unanimous decision dividing the Mosul 
yilayet broadly along the lines fixed 
some time ago at a council meeting in 
Brussels, and.in accordance with the 
demands of Great Britain. 

The.decision was received with the 
greatest satisfaction generally among 
thé members ef the league, inasmuch

The territory left within the Turkish 
jurisdiction is of no value economicak 
ly and it could not be defended by the 
Turks. Its strategic importance’ to

to? 

“T have not studied the merits of the 
paroles granted. It is difficult to pro- 
tect the people of the city when large 
numbers of criminals are turned out 
of the penitentiafties, many of them 
unreformed. Nearly every time one 
is incarcerated another comes out. 
That’s very bad for Chicago. The fig- 
ures seem to indicate that something 
is definitely wrong.”

Then Jumps Bond After 
 .28 Continuances. 


A parole is not the only way to beat 
the law, criminal court attachés de- 
cided yesterday after they had looked 
over the recverd of Frank McGuirk. 


McGuirk used the continuance and 
bond method. By its successful appli- 
cation he kept out of prison for more 
than four years and now has made 
his whereabouts totally unknown. His 
record shows twenty-eight continu- 
ances and extension of time granted 
by the courts. On April 25, 1921, he 


] was indicted for robbery with a gun. 


After nearly two years of dodging trial 
with continuances he finally was con- 
victed and sentenced to from ten years 
to life in the penitentiary. 

Keeping his liberty through the me- 
dium of a bond, which Andrew Ben- 
der of State’s Attorney Crowe’s bond 
department says really does not mean 
much under existing law, McGuirk 
evaded a. ceil for another two years. 
When the Supreme court finally de- 
creed he must serve the sentence he 
forfeited the bond and disappeared. 


State’s Hands Tied. 


“We have obtained judgment and 
execution on the ,property scheduled 
for the bond by McGuirk’s parents, 
but that is as far as we can go,” said 
Bender. ‘‘We have no funds to buy 
and resell the property and so obtain 
the value of the judgment.’’ 

Attorney Burt A. Crowe, 234 Raleigh 
road, Kenilworth, was another to com- 
plain of the bond laws. He called at- 
tention to the case of.Hugh Ross, who 
was caught after he had robbed Mr. 
Crowe's home and that of his neigh- 
bor, Ernest Morgan. ¢ 

The burglaries occurred on Sept. 30, 
and a short time later Ross, who told 
the police he was an escaped convict 
from New Jersey, was. released on 
$5,000 bond in the Criminal court. 
When his case was called for trial ten 
days ago he failed to appear. . 

*‘ Assistant State’s Attorney Thom 
Marshall told me that over $5,000,000 
in uncollected bonds are now in his 
office because of the law passed by the 
legislature two years ago,’’ Mr. Crowe

Poland has fought a victorious war 
and liberated a large tract of Ukraini- 
an and White Russian territory from 
bolshevik rule. True, it has incorporat- 
ed this territory into the Polish stats, 
despite the fact that only a small 
minority of the population is Polish. 

Poland has become so powerful in 
post-war Europe that its return to the 
melting pot would throw all Europe 
into conflict again. But with the 
growing unemployment and _ wide- 
spread bolshevik propaganda there is 
great danger of a successful Russian 
attack on the eastern frontiers. 

Polish industry is at the end of its 
tether, due chiefly to the restricted 
circulation of the expensive money, re- 
sulting in high productive costs. The 
heavy socia] and big overhead charges 
also have much to do with this condi- 
tion, and the banks are in no small 
way responsible. Poland’s banking 
laws, it is asserted, are shortly to be 
‘ revised, but it is almost too late. The 
damage is done. 

A glaring instance of the lack of pro- 
tection for foreign capital is found in 
the financial adventures of one of the 
largest Polish banks. .The Banka Dela 
. Handlu Przemyslu (Bank of Commerce 
and Industry) had a mushroom growth 


during the inflation time until recently. 


It acted as collecting agent for a num- 
ber of British, American, and German 
firms. Among the collections were 
bills owed American merchants to a 
value of nearly $300,000 and to British 
firms to the amount of £350,000 ($1,-

Hemorrhage Causes Death. 


| Examination of the body revealed 
that one of the bullets had penetrated 


‘the left lung,:while another had lodged 
in Siki’s kidneys. He died of an inter- 
nal hemorrhage. 

Battling Siki was one of the buffoons 
of the prize ring. Lifted by whimstl- 
cal fate from obscurity in Europe to a 
position before the world as a fighter 
by virtue of his defeat of Georges 
Carpentier, he lived the life of the 
clown, spending freely, committing es- 
capades of one sort or another, and 
always fighting+—particularly outside 
the ring. 

He was born Sept. 16, 1897, in Sene- 
| gal, and when in fighting trim weighed 
176 pounds.
